Accurate  records  of  all 
meetings  shall  be  maintained  setting  forth  action  taken.  A 
summary  of  all  matters  voted  shall  be  made  available  with 
reasonable  promptness  after  each  meeting.  The  records  shall  i 

become  a  public  record  and  available  to  the  public  upon  being 
approved.  (For  information  on  executive  sessions  and  emer¬ 
gencies  check  law  with  Town  Clerk.)

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SELECTMEN'S  ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  and  Taxpayers  of  Dighton: 

The  organizational  meeting  of  the  Board  was  held  and 
Mr.  Torres  was  chosen  as  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Select¬ 
men;  Mr.  Christenson,  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Health; 
Mr.  Linhares,  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Health.  Mrs.  Leah  Crosby 
was  appointed  Secretary  to  both  Boards. 

Fifty-one  (51)  weekly  and  thirty  (30)  or  more  special 
meetings  were  held  with  two  (2)  absentees  on  sick  leave 
or  vacation.  Several  joint  meetings  were  held  with  other 
Town  Boards  and  Committees  to  discuss  and  resolve  matters 
of  mutual  interest. 

Necessary  hearings  were  held  upon  applications  received 
for  the  various  licenses  as  required.  All  transactions  have 
been  properly  recorded  and  the  many  statutory  requirements 
completed  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge  and  ability. 

All  Board  members  have  participated  in  and  attended  all 
County  Association  meetings.  Some  members  attended  various 
governmental  conferences  on  the  Regional  and  State  level 
where  and  when  convenient,  in  an  effort  to  obtain  benefit  of 
experience  to  better  the  Town.  Hearings  were  attended  on 
the  several  Chapter  90  and  Public  Works  Projects  in  behalf 
of  the  Town’s  interest. 

All  appointments  of  Town  Officials  and  Committee’s  have 
been  recorded  with  the  Town  Clerk  together  with  the  list  of 
jurors  and  are  contained  in  the  Clerk’s  Annual  Report.  Annual 
Reports  of  the  numerous  Town  Officers  and  Departments  as 
required  by  law  are  contained  in  the  1971  Town  Officers  Re¬ 
port. 


All  special  committee  activity  and  reports  are  included 
in  the  record  of  the  Town  Clerk.  All  votes  and  orders  of  the 
Town  Meeting  have  been  accomplished. 
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The  Board  accepted  with  regret  the  resignation  of  Mr. 
Linhares,  who  left  Dighton  to  accept  a  position  in  another 
community.  We  would  like  to  thank  him  for  his  many  years 
of  devoted  and  dedicated  service  and  wish  him  well  in  his 
new  endeavor.  The  resignation  of  Mr.  Linhares  came  so  late 
in  the  year  that  the  Board  felt  that  it  was  in  the  best  interest 
of  all  concerned  to  forego  a  special  election. 

Following  many  years  of  investigation,  preparation  and 
discussion,  the  road  to  the  “Carpenterville  Section’"  of  the 
Town  was  completed  late  this  year.  The  road  is  a  60'  taking 
with  a  24'  bituminous  concrete  roadbed  from  Sharp’s  Lot 
Road  to  Miller’s  Lane.  We  hope  the  people  of  the  area  will 
find  this  road  an  improvement  over  what  they  formerly  had. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  October  27,  1971  on  the 
preliminary  layout  of  Maple  Street.  Following  some  dis¬ 
cussion,  it  was  agreed  to  have  the  final  layout  made  and  if 
time  permits,  we  will  attempt  to  hold  our  last  hearing  and 
insert  an  article  in  the  next  annual  town  meeting  warrant 
for  acceptance  of  this  layout  and  for  funds  to  begin  the 
project. 

The  Massachusetts  Department  of  Transportation  held  a 
public  hearing  on  a  new  proposed  State  highway  which  would 
have  passed  through  the  western  end  of  Dighton.  The  hearing 
was  very  well  attended  and  groups  who  had  spent  time,  money 
and  effort  led  the  fight  in  opposition  to  the  new  highway. 
They  pointed  out  the  effects  on  the  ecology ;  the  lack  of  proof 
that  a  need  actually  existed  for  such  a  road.  The  effects  on 
the  eastern  part  of  the  Town,  which  would  be  more  or  less 
isolated  by  such  a  highway  and  many  other  worth  while 
points  were  brought  forth.  The  efforts  of  those  people  were 
successful  in  delaying  any  action  by  the  State  on  the  project, 
proving  once  again,  that  when  people  are  really  interested 
enough  to  take  a  stand  on  any  issue  their  views  will  always 
be  considered. 

Some  of  the  groups  formed  to  study  the  new  highway 
have  now  channeled  their  efforts  into  areas  such  as :  solid  waste 
disposal,  mass  transportation  and  the  overall  ecology  of  the 
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area.  The  Town,  as  well  as  the  surrounding  areas  will  un¬ 
doubtedly,  receive  many  benefits  from  the  efforts  of  these 
groups. 

The  Selectmen  continue  to  spend  a  great  deal  of  time 
and  effort  in  areas  such  as  the  third  phase  of  Williams  Street, 
the  new  Berkley-Dighton  Bridge,  the  sewerage  system,  as 
mandated  by  the  State,  and  other  such  projects  of  importance 
to  the  Town. 

The  Town  officials  continue  to  try  to  improve  services 
and  with  this  thought  in  mind,  extra  men  were  added  to  the 
Police  Department.  Rubbish  pick-up  was  instituted  to  cover 
the  entire  Town,  sanitary  land-fill  went  into  effect  at  the  Town 
Dump.  After  the  first  of  the  year,  the  townspeople  will  be 
voting  on  a  new  middle  school.  We  sincerely  hope  that  means 
will  be  forth-coming  to  help  relieve  the  impact  all  this  will 
have  on  the  local  taxpayers. 

We  express  our  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  citizens. 
Town  officials  and  employees  for  their  cooperation  in  the 
performance  of  their  duty — especially  to  all  Town  employees, 
we  recognize  your  everlasting  loyalty  and  many  services  to 
the  Town.

“The  School  Building  Committee  as  reported  at  the  last 
Town  Meeting  has  recommended  construction  of  a  middle 
school  to  house  500  to  600  students — grades  5  through  8. 

In  cooperation  with  the  School  Committee  and  the  School 
Administration,  educational  specifications  were  prepared  and 
submitted  to  the  State.  Members  of  the  Building  Committee 
and  School  Administration  met  with  representatives  of  the

Study  given  as  follows: 
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“During  the  past  year,  Dighton's  sewerage  problem  has 
been  further  investigated,  taking  into  consideration  changing 
conditions. 

Meetings  were  held  with  the  City  of  Taunton  relative  to 
the  possibility  of  discharging  sewerage  and  wastes  from  No. 
Dighton  into  the  Taunton  system. 

A  preliminary  determination  of  eligibility  was  requested 
from  the  State  and  Federal  regulatory  agencies. 

While  these  conferences  and  determinations  were  being 
made,  further  discussions  were  being  conducted  with  ICI 
America  Inc.  relative  to  joint  treatment  of  its  wastes  with  the 
municipal  sewage. 

During  this  period,  there  was  a  sudden  awareness  that 
the  presence  of  mercury  was  a  major  problem  in  many  bodies 
of  water.  The  actions  of  the  regulatory  agencies  relative  to 
mercury  caused  ICI  America  Inc.  to  shut  down  some  of  its 
operations  and  to  reconsider  all  of  its  manufacturing  and 
waste  disposal  plans. 

Disposal  of  the  sewage  and  wastes  from  North  Dighton 
to  Taunton  does  not  seem  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  Dighton. 

The  preliminary  ruling  of  the  regulatory  agencies  is — 
that  the  pumping  stations,  force  mains  and  gravity  sewers 
necessary  to  carry  the  sewage  and  wastes  from  North  Dighton 
to  a  suitable  treatment  plant  site  in  the  vicinity  of  the  ICI 
America  Inc.  plant  are  all  eligible  for  grants.” 

VOTED:  On  motion  of  Edward  Linhares  that  the  report 
on  the  sewerage  study  made  by  Faye-Spoffard  and  Thorndike, 
Inc.  be  accepted  as  a  progress  report. 

(35)  VOTED:  On  motion*  of  Francis  TPrres  that  the 
Town  appropriate  and  transfer  $600.00  from  Surplus  Revenue 
(Free  Cash)  for  the  purpose  of  helping  to  defray  the  operating 
expenses  of  the  Rapoza-Knott  Post,  as  provided  in  Chapter 
40,  Section  9,  General  Laws. 

(36)  VOTED:  On  motion  of  Rudolph  Christenson  that 
the  Town  appropriate  and  transfer  $6,000.00  from  Surplus

addition,  borrow  a  sum  of  money  to  meet  the  State’s  and 
County’s  share  in  the  cost  of  this  work,  in  accordance  with 
Section  6A,  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws:

“The  committee  was  inactive  again  this  year,  awaiting 
the  outcome  of  the  sewage  problem  of  the  town.  And  again 
it  is  felt  that  the  sewage  will  influence  any  recommendations 
made  by  this  committee. 

VOTED:  On  Motion  of  Francis  Torres  that  the  report 
of  the  Committee  to  study  and  investigate  the  feasibility  of 
a  petition  to  the  legislature  for  measures  whereby  the  Town 
may  consider  the  acceptance  of  the  liabilities  and  functions 
of  the  various  Districts  within  the  Town  be  accepted  and  the 
Committee  be  instructed  to  continue  to  function  as  outlined.

The  Dighton  Fire  Department  became  organized  under 
the  provisions  of  Sections  42,  43,  and  44  of  Chapter  48  of 
the  Massachusetts  General  Laws  by  vote  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  held  in  March  1971.  For  some  unknown  reason  the 
Town  had  never  voted  to  accept  the  Fire  Department.  I  enter 
these  notes  into  this  report  that  they  may  be  recorded  for  all 
time. 

On  23  June  1971  the  Fire  Department  was  saddened  by 
the  death  of  Deputy  Chief  Benjamin  Sherman.  Ben,  as  he 
was  known  to  all  of  us  was  a  dedicated  fireman  and  officer 
and  will  be  long  remembered  by  those  who  worked  with  him. 

Again  this  year  firemen  attended  training  seminars  held 
in  cooperation  with  the  Massachusetts  Firefighting  Academy. 
Training  of  firemen  is  most  important  to  the  safety  and 
efficiency  of  the  man  on  the  fire  line.  A  training  session  is 
held  monthly  at  each  station  by  the  Drill  Masters,  Deputies 
Arnold  Staples  and  Joseph  Waller,  Jr. 

On  1  October  1971  the  new  Fire  Truck  voted  for  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  held  in  March  1970  was  placed  in 
service.  The  department  has  it’s  first  1,000  G.P.M.  pumper. 
This  truck  has  replaced  a  34  year  old  Maxim  built  pumper 
at  the  South  Fire  Station. 

The  Fire  Department  will  return  to  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  1973  looking  for  another  Fire  Truck  to  replace 
some  of  the  very  old  equipment  now  in  service.  At  this  time 
I  would  recommend  replacing  the  1952  Reo  Tank  Truck  and 
the  1939  Dodge  Brush  Truck  with  one  (1)  truck  that  would 
carry  water  and  be  useful  in  fighting  brush  fires. 

After  a  solvent  fire  in  one  of  the  buildings  at  ICI  America 
Inc.  that  company  saw  our  need  for  a  Foam  Generator,  and 
after  a  demonstration,  bought  and  gave  to  the  Fire  Depart¬ 
ment  this  equipment.  We  are  proud  to  own  one  of  only  two 
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such  Foam  Generators  in  Bristol  County.  A  letter  was  sent 
to  Mr.  A.  Herbert  Noble  thanking  him  and  ICI  America  Inc. 
for  that  most  generous  gift.  This  Foam  Generator  is  now  on 
Old  Engine  2  (1937  Maxim)  until  a  more  suitable  pick-up 
truck  is  made  available. 

Over  the  past  years  the  call  firemen  who  respond  to  fires 
and  ambulance  calls  during  the  day  hours  came  from  the  in¬ 
dustries  and  small  business  in  town.  These  call  firemen  still  are 
allowed  to  leave  their  jobs  wit  hthe  cooperation  of  the  employ¬ 
er,  but  the  number  of  call  firemen  available  during  the  work 
day  has  now  reached  a  dangerous  low  level.  Many  call  firemen 
now  work  away  from  Dighton  during  the  day  but  return  at 
night  and  provide  good  protection  for  the  town  during  the 
night  hours. 

I  recommend  that  the  town  provide  full  time  firemen  to 
cover  those  hours  during  the  day  as  many  towns  with  call 
firemen  and  call  fire  departments  have  had  to  do  before  us. 
This  town  has  an  investment  in  it’s  real  property  and  our 
fire  department  has  an  obligation  to  protect  life  and  that 
property  in  case  of  fire. 

I  shall  recommend  to  the  town  at  the  1972  Annual  Town 
Meeting  that  some  full  time  firemen  be  placed  in  each  station 
to  supplement  the  few  day  call  firemen  that  are  available. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  officers,  firemen  and  the  Town  Officials 
for  their  cooperation  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Planning  Board  held  no  public  hearings  for  sub¬ 
divisions  in  1971,  however,  here  are  several  pending  at  the 
present  time.  A  public  hearing  was  held  February  17,  1971 
in  the  proposed  changes  to  the  Zoning  By-Law.  Changes  were 
voted  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  making  several  changes 
to  permitted  uses  in  Recreational  Zones,  increased  the  amount 
of  land  available  for  industrial  development,  increased  lot 
sizes  in  areas  not  serviced  by  a  public  water  supply  and  in¬ 
creased  acreage  was  set  aside  for  Recreation/Conservation. 
We  feel  these  changes  are  a  step  in  the  direction  of  an  orderly 
growth  pattern  for  the  Town  of  Dighton. 

The  great  majority  of  our  efforts  during  1971  were  de¬ 
voted  to  the  study  of  the  effects  that  the  proposed  1-895  would 
have  on  the  town.  We  attended  many  meetings  of  civic  groups, 
governmental  agencies,  town  officials  and  with  our  planners, 
Charles  Downe  Associates.  Our  attempt  was  to  make  an 
objective  evaluation  of  this  project  and  in  turn,  report  our 
findings  to  the  citizens  of  Dighton  and  then  fight  for  this 
evaluation  at  the  hearings  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
Our  findings  indicated  to  us  that  1-895  was  not  in  the  best 
interests  of  the  Town.  We,  therefore,  led  a  very  vigorous 
campaign  against  it  and  feel  that  we  played  a  part  in  putting 
it  off  at  this  time. 

During  the  last  four  months  of  1971  we  worked  in  co¬ 
operation  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  implement  the 
Building  Code  that  was  voted  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
and  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  in  September.  Maynard 
F.  Horton,  Sr.  was  appointed  as  Building  Inspector  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  and  we  have  worked  very  closely  with 
him  in  what  we  feel  has  been  a  very  smooth  transition  to  the 
new  code  and  we  hope,  better  enforcement  procedures  for  the 
Zoning  By-Laws.

On  March  1,  1971  Norman  E.  Courcy  was  elected  to  a 
three  year  term,  Alfred  Pacheco,  Jr.  to  a  two  year  term  and 
Barbara  L.  Hey  wood  to  a  one  year  term.

The  year  of  1971  was  a  year  of  record  high  cost  for  the 
operation  of  the  Veterans  Services  Department  and  the 
largest  case  load  ever  handled  by  this  office.  Total  cost  to 
run  the  department  was  $40,462.06  and  the  case  load  was  24 
individuals  and  families. 

The  Commonwealth  reimburses  50%  of  all  approved 
amounts  paid  in  benefits.  To  date  we  have  received  $12,400.89 
from  the  State  Department. 

Costs  for  hospital,  nursing  homes  and  medicines  have  also 
increased,  accounting  for  the  high  cost  of  running  the  de¬ 
partment. 

This  office  is  also  available  to  assist  veterans  and  or  their 
dependents  to  file  for  pensions,  compensation,  education  and 
other  federal  benefits  available  through  the  Veterans  Admin¬ 
istration.

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must 
present  a  doctor^s  certificate  of  immunization  against  small¬ 
pox,  diptheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles  and  polio  or 
a  statement  from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable. 

NO  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 

Elementary  and  Junior  High  Schools 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  the  elementary 
school,  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over  Radio  Stations  WPEP, 
Taunton,  WSAR,  Fall  River,  WPRO,  Providence,  and  WARA, 
Attleboro. 

High  School 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  safely  operated,  there 
will  be  school  at  the  Dighton-Rehoboth  Regional  High  School 
unless  unforseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close.  In 
the  event  of  closing,  the  information  will  be  specifically  an¬ 
nounced  over  the  radio  as  indicated  above  for  elementary 
school. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for 
pupils  residing  more  than  two  miles  from  the  school  attended 
or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  trans¬ 
ported  if  the  seating  capacity  of  the  bus  will  permit.  From 
time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some 
of  those  living  under  the  required  distance  when  our  buses 
are  filled  to  capacity  with  children  living  at  a  greater  distance.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Dighton: 

I  herewith  submit  my  seventeenth  annual  report  as 
Superintendent  of  Schools  in  Dighton.  Incorporated  herein 
is  the  report  of  the  principals,  the  director  of  music  and 
the  school  nurse. 

Personnel 

It  was  necessary  to  replace  three  members  of  the  elemen¬ 
tary  school  faculty  in  September.  Mrs.  Helen  Turner  retired 
in  June  after  teaching  in  Dighton  for  twenty-five  years.  Mrs. 
Turner  helped  many  pupils  achieve  their  goals  with  her 
understanding  and  help.  Mrs.  Carol  DeCastro  left  to  do 
further  studying  and  Mrs.  Rosemary  Moreau  left  to  be  at 
home. 

Mr.  William  Kelleher  replaced  Mrs.  Turner  giving  us 
one  male  teacher  at  the  elementary  school.  He  is  a  graduate 
of  St.  Mary’s  College  and  taught  in  Providence,  Rhode  Island. 
Mrs.  Kathryn  Clarkin  took  Miss  DeCastro’s  place.  She  is  a 
graduate  of  California  State  College  and  taught  in  California. 
With  some  changes  in  enrollment.  Miss  Karen  Yegidis  re¬ 
placed  Mrs.  Moreau  but  as  a  fourth  teacher  in  the  first  grade. 
She  is  a  graduate  of  Rhode  Island  State  College. 

At  the  junior  high  school  we  lost  five  teachers.  Mrs. 
Claudia  Mahoney  moved  to  Maryland  where  her  husband  was 
working.  Miss  Shurly  Dickson  returned  to  school  for  further 
study.  Mr.  Paul  Doherty  was  appointed  assistant  principal 
in  East  Bridgewater.  Mr.  Harold  Gill  left  to  seek  a  position 
elsewhere.  Mrs.  Carolyn  Nowell  accepted  a  music  position  in 
the  Silver  Lake  Regional  District. 

Mr.  Salvatore  Caiozzo  was  hired  to  teach  mathematics. 
He  is  a  graduate  of  Providence  College.  Mr.  James  McClellan, 
also  a  graduate  of  Providence  College,  is  a  teacher  of  Eng¬ 
lish.  Mr.  Thomas  Sherlock  is  also  teaching  English.  He  is  a 
graduate  of  St.  Peter’s  College  with  teaching  experience  in 
Johnston,  Rhode  Island.  Mr.  Daniel  Smith,  a  graduate  of 
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State  College  at  Bridgewater  with  graduate  work  at  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Rhode  Island,  is  one  of  the  science  teachers.  Mr. 
John  B.  Griffin  replaced  Mrs.  Nowell  as  vocal  music  teacher. 
He  formerly  taught  in  Harrisburg,  Pennsylvania. 

In  the  area  of  Special  Services,  several  new  people  have 
been  added  to  the  staff  on  a  part-time  basis.  Mr.  Richard 
Lawson  is  employed  as  school  psychologist.  He  is  a  graduate 
of  the  University  of  Vermont  with  a  master’s  degree  from 
Rhode  Island  College.  Mrs.  Janet  Ryan  is  helping  children 
with  perceptual  difficulties  in  grades  one  through  four.  Miss 
Judith  Daggett  is  performing  a  similar  task  in  grades  five 
through  eight.  Mrs.  Ryan  is  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire.  Miss  Daggett  formerly  taught  in  Reho- 
both.  Mrs.  Kathleen  Slagel,  a  graduate  of  State  University 
College  at  Genesco,  New  York,  is  the  new  speech  therapist. 
Mrs.  Valerie  Pillarella,  a  former  teacher  of  the  retarded,  is 
working  with  children  with  emotional  problems. 

At  this  time  there  seems  to  be  more  good  teachers  avail¬ 
able.  Many  of  them,  although  inexperienced,  have  good  train¬ 
ing  and  are  eager  to  work  with  young  people. 

Enrollment 

The  combined  October  1,  1971  enrollment  at  both  schools 
was  836  pupils.  This  is  an  increase  of  eleven  pupils  over  the 
same  period  last  year.  The  increases  seem  to  be  greatest  at 
the  first,  second  and  third  grade  level.  Many  of  these  pupils 
have  moved  into  Dighton  during  the  summer  of  1971.  We 
had  expected  a  smaller  first  grade  this  year  but  new  enrollees 
increased  the  number  above  last  year. 

School  Plant 

Our  school  plants  are  not  adequate  for  the  program  we 
have  in  operation.  At  the  elementary  school  there  is  no  room 
for  special  education  classes  which  are  housed  in  Rehoboth. 
There  is  no  room  for  kindergarten  which  according  to  law 
will  be  required  in  September,  1973.  The  library  is  used  for 
classes  limiting  its  use  as  a  library.  The  junior  high  school 
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is  lacking  in  many  areas  and  is  not  in  good  condition.  The 
School  Building  Committee  has  outlined  the  short-comings  of 
the  junior  high  school  and  is  recommending  the  building  of 
a  new  school.  The  new  school  would  house  grades  five  through 
eight.  This  would  relieve  the  elementary  school  for  a  while 
but  the  four  rooms  that  were  shown  on  the  original  plan 
will  have  to  be  added  to  the  building  eventually. 

Both  schools  are  kept  in  good  repair  by  the  custodians 
but  such  things  as  the  heating  system,  the  plumbing,  the 
electrical  system  and  the  wooden  stair  wells  at  the  junior 
high  school  are  worn  out. 

The  custodians,  Mr.  George  Perry,  Mr.  John  White,  Mr. 
Edward  Torres  and  Mr.  Edward  Bettencourt,  are  always  work¬ 
ing  to  improve  the  appearance  of  our  schools. 

Program 

Under  the  direction  of  Miss  Dorothy  Beckwith,  Elemen¬ 
tary  Supervisor,  the  program  at  the  elementary  school  is 
constantly  being  revised.  The  reading  system  is  updated  and 
and  expanded.  The  non-graded  program  for  reading  and 
arithmetic  is  working  out  very  well.  We  are  able  to  give 
more  attention  to  the  individual.  In  special  education  we 
have  provided  more  programs  to  help  those  with  physical 
and  mental  disabilities.  These  sort  of  programs  require  teach¬ 
ers  with  special  training  and  special  areas  for  them  to  work 
in. 

At  the  junior  high  school,  Mr.  Wontkowski  and  his  staff 
have  worked  out  a  good  program  but  still  need  better  facilities 
to  institute  such  a  program.  We  hope  this  space  can  be  pro¬ 
vided  soon.  A  new  program  that  seems  to  be  working  out 
well  is  the  health  program  conducted  by  Mrs.  Carolyn  Booth, 
the  school  nurse,  and  Mr.  Frederick  Stinson,  a  science  teach¬ 
er.  We  hope  to  expand  this  program  in  the  near  future. 

Budget 

The  1972  budget  is  $64,584.40  higher  than  the  1971 
budget.  The  largest  increase,  approximately  $37,000.00  is  in 
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instruction.  This  is  due  to  increased  salaries  and  increased 
cost  of  materials.  With  a  new  contract  due  in  September, 
1972,  for  transportation,  it  is  necessary  to  raise  that  portion 
of  the  budget  by  $6,000.00.  We  expect  the  contract  to  be 
higher  than  the  one  bid  in  1969.  Operation  of  plant  has  in¬ 
creased  by  $3,500.00.  This,  as  in  instruction,  is  due  to  salaries 
and  cost  of  materials.  Special  Services  has  increased  by  $14,- 
000.00.  This  increase  comes  about  by  the  addition  on  a  shar¬ 
ing  basis  with  Berkley  and  Rehoboth  of  a  school  psychologist, 
a  teacher  of  perceptually  handicapped  and  a  teacher  of  the 
emotionally  disturbed.  These  services  are  all  required  by  law 
and  reimbursed  50%  by  the  state.  The  total  increase  is  11.7% 
over  1971. 

Future 

There  are  and  have  been  many  changes  in  the  methods 
of  teaching,  the  types  of  schools,  the  equipment  used  and 
subject  matter  to  be  taught.  Despite  these  changes  it  would 
seem  that  the  basic  idea  of  teaching  is  still  the  same  and 
that  is  to  help  every  girl  and  boy  to  live  a  good  life,  to 
earn  a  good  living  and  to  be  a  good  citizen.  In  the  Dighton 
schools  this  is  our  philosophy  and  with  the  materials  we 
have,  we  are  striving  to  do  this.  It  is  important  that  we 
have  adequate  space  in  which  to  conduct  lessons.  We  are 
not  asking  for  elaborate  schools  with  fancy  frills  but  adequate 
space.  In  this  day  the  greater  use  of  school  facilities  is  being 
stressed.  The  “year  round”  school  and  the  longer  day  are 
both  being  studied.  There  is  probably  merit  to  both  plans 
but  first  we  must  have  an  adequate  school  plant  which  we 
badly  need. 

Conclusion 

I  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Grace  French,  Cafeteria  Manager, 
and  her  staff  for  the  fine  manner  in  which  they  prepare 
lunches.  Their  task  to  produce  a  complete  lunch  for  about 
40^  per  pupil  is  not  an  easy  one. 

I  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Carolyn  Booth,  School  Nurse  and 
Truant  Officer,  for  her  untiring  efforts.  With  new  laws  and 
regulations  the  position  of  health  officer  has  taken  on  many 
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added  duties.  Dr.  Rose  Borges  and  Mr.  Leo  Wontkowski,  the 
principals,  have  been  most  helpful  and  cooperative.  They  too 
work  hard  to  provide  the  best  for  our  children. 

The  present  School  Committee  is  a  very  dedicated  one. 
They  are  interested  in  all  areas  of  the  school  program.  They 
have  been  willing  to  study,  debate  and  investigate  school 
programs.  They  have  worked  to  the  best  of  their  ability  to 
provide  the  necessities  fcr  a  good  educational  program.  I 
thank  them  one  and  all  for  their  cooperation. 

We  appreciate  the  support  of  the  citizens  of  Dighton 
and  hope  that  we  can  justify  their  continued  support  in  the 
future.

I  hereby  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  as  principal  of 
Dighton  Junior  High  School. 

Enrollment : 

Our  present  enrollment  is  331  students,  an  incresae  of 
sixteen  students  above  last  year's  enrollment. 

Curriculum  and  School  Program: 

This  year  we  reinstituted  grouping  by  achievement  in 
English  and  mathematics.  This  was  made  possible  through  the 
cooperation  of  teachers  in  modifying  last  year's  schedule  and 
by  an  increase  of  teaching  time. 

A  French  program  was  inaugurated  in  grade  six.  Stu¬ 
dents  involved  will  have  three  classes  of  French  per  week 
and  will  have  completed  one  year  of  this  language  by  the 
time  they  complete  grade  eight. 

The  health  program,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Carolyn 
Booth  and  Mr.  Frederick  Stinson,  began  its  first  full  year 
following  an  encouraging  beginning  last  spring. 

Mrs.  Eunisa  Wordell  and  Mr.  Raymond  Medeiros  were 
responsible  for  a  Title  III  grant  received  by  the  school.  Their 
project  was  directed  toward  improving  our  reading  program. 

Extra  Curricular  Activities: 

In  order  to  stimulate  more  student  concern  in  school 
affairs,  the  position  of  eighth  grade  advisor  was  created. 
Mr.  Raymond  Medeiros  presently  directs  activities  in  this 
area. 
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Personnel: 

Our  staff  consists  of  fourteen  full  time  teachers,  five 
part  time  teachers,  two  full  time  teacher  aides  and  one  part 
time  teacher  aide.  New  staff  members  include  Mr.  James 
McClellan,  English;  Mrs.  Daniel  Smith,  science;  Mr.  Salvatore 
Caiozzo,  math;  Mr.  Thomas  Sherlock,  English  and  French; 
and  Mr.  John  Griffin,  vocal  music. 

Conclusion : 

I  would  like  to  thank  Mr.  Roy  for  his  encouragement  and 
assistance  and  Dr.  Borges  for  her  generous  cooperation  with 
our  activity  program. 

To  the  entire  staff  of  the  junior  high,  thank  you  for 
your  efforts  to  provide  a  good  educational  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISING  PRINCIPAL  OF  THE 
DIGHTON  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL

I  hereby  respectfully  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report 
as  supervising  principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary  School. 

Enrollment : 

In  1968  I  stressed  the  need  for  additional  classroom  space 
because  of  the  large  classes.  The  need  for  classroom  space 
becomes  more  acute  as  the  months  pass.  When  you  have  a 
classroom  of  34  or  35  students,  it  is  next  to  impossible  to 
give  students  individual  instruction  which  they  need  especially 
in  the  lower  grades.  In  the  very  near  future  the  town  will  be 
obligated  to  provide  two  or  three  public  kindergarten  class¬ 
rooms  which  of  course  will  be  used  for  both  morning  and 
afternoon  sessions. 

Our  present  library  is  very  inadequate.  It  could  be  con¬ 
verted  into  the  room  to  be  used  by  the  speech  therapist  and 
learning  disabilities  teacher.  A  school  which  has  an  enroll¬ 
ment  of  over  500  students  should  have  a  much  larger  library 
as  well  as  space  for  our  audio-visual  equipment.  Our  school 
lacks  much  needed  storage  space. 

Curriculum : 

In  the  area  of  curriculum,  at  every  grade  level  we  are 
experimenting  and  expanding  each  program  and  utilizing  all 
available  audio-visual  materials  and  equipment.  The  Systems 
80  machines  are  in  constant  use  by  students  requiring  special 
help. 

A  five  week  summer  kindergarten  was  again  held  under 
the  direction  of  Miss  Dorothy  L.  Beckwith,  Elementary  Super¬ 
visor.  Eighty-four  pupils  attended  full  or  part  time.  This 
kindergarten  program  marks  the  beginning  of  a  concerted 
effort  by  the  school  administration  to  provide  for  each  child 
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a  school  experience  at  which  he  can  succeed.  Many  children 
learn  to  read  from  the  single  basic  texts  as  provided  in  the 
past.  However,  as  many  as  twenty  percent  or  more  failed 
grade  one.  Still  others  repeated  a  higher  grade.  Today  not  all 
children  are  offered  the  same  reading  approach.  Many  are 
found  to  have  need  of  special  services  such  as  language 
development,  speech  therapy,  sight  or  auditory  discrimination, 
training  in  motor  skills,  and  the  like. 

Students  are  being  tutored  on  a  one-to-one  basis  or  in 
small  groups  by  the  Learning  Disabilities  Tutor,  Mrs.  Janet 
M.  Ryan,  who  works  at  the  school  four  mornings  each  week. 

Mrs.  Kathleen  Slagel  is  our  new  speech  therapist.  She 
conducts  her  classes  in  the  afternoon.  The  students  are  seen 
twice  a  week.  She  has  a  case  load  of  seventy-one  students. 
Because  of  the  lack  of  physical  facilities,  both  of  the  above 
classes  are  sometimes  held  in  the  library,  small  teachers’ 
room  or  the  office. 

During  the  past  year,  children  in  grades  one,  four  and 
five  received  art  instruction  once  a  week,  while  grades  two, 
three  and  the  transition  class  received  art  twice  a  week  under 
the  direction  of  Mrs.  Dolores  Johnson.  Due  to  the  lack  of 
working  and  storage  areas  the  program  has  many  handicaps 
that  only  additional  space  will  correct.  Despite  this  fact  the 
children  are  doing  an  excellent  job  and  they  really  look 
forward  to  their  art  classes.  Many  new  materials  have  been 
provided  which  adds  to  the  success  of  the  program. 

Each  class  receives  a  specific  physical  education  program 
conducted  weekly  under  the  direction  of  one  of  the  following 
supervisors:  Miss  Elizabeth  Meunier,  Mrs.  Carol  Angus,  Mr. 
John  Masciarelli. 

Mrs.  Dorothy  Torres  works  with  studuents  in  one  of  the 
first  grade  classes  as  a  teaching  aide  under  the  direct  super¬ 
vision  of  the  teacher.  Other  teacher  aides  perform  non-teach¬ 
ing  duties  which  helps  to  free  teachers  from  some  of  their 
former  duties.  All  aides  are  now  on  a  part  time  basis.  If  they 
could  be  placed  on  a  full  time  program,  it  would  be  most 
beneficial  to  our  system.

Dear  Mr.  Roy: 

It  is  with  pride  that  I  again  point  to  our  instrumental 
music  involvement  statistics: 

24%  of  the  students  in  grades  6  through  8  are  in¬ 
volved  with  instrumental  study.  At  the  Elementary 

School,  the  percentage  is  29%  in  grade  4,  and  25% 

in  grade  5. 

It  is  my  feeling  that  the  kind  of  instruction  the  above 
students  are  receiving  from  Peter  Polk,  and  Lester  Silva  is 
without  equal.  The  changes  we  made  last  year  by  depart¬ 
mentalizing  our  offerings  has  to  date  enabled  us  to  offer  a 
higher  quality  of  instruction  to  an  increased  enrollment, 
without  additional  faculty  members. 

It  was  with  with  regret  that  we  accepted  the  resignation 
of  Mrs.  Carolyn  Nowell  at  the  Junior  High  School,  who  left 
us  for  a  job  in  Kingston.  We  have  however,  secured  the 
services  of  John  Griffin  formerly  of  Franklin,  as  her  replace¬ 
ment.  Mr.  Griffin  brings  to  his  job  a  wealth  of  practical  class¬ 
room  experience,  and  from  all  indications  is  working  out  most 
satisfactorily. 

As  in  past  years,  our  Elementary  Music  Supervisor  con¬ 
tinues  to  enrich  our  children  with  her  high  calibre  of  teaching. 
Mrs.  Wallace  is  without  equal  in  the  classroom,  and  it  is  on 
that  fact  that  I  have  based  my  recommendation  that  she 
be  promoted  to  the  level  of  Music  Specialist.  In  this  position 
she  would  still  serve  as  our  Elementary  Music  Supervisor, 
but  would  also  be  able  to  expose  the  Supervisors  in  our  other 
towns  to  her  high  level  of  competence. 

As  in  the  past,  we  have  continued  to  purchase  new  texts, 
music  teaching  materials,  instruments,  and  equipment,  while 
at  the  same  time  have  continued  our  program  of  maintaining 
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the  present  inventory.  By  refurbishing  our  older  equipment 
in  my  office  at  the  High  School,  and  trading  for  new  instru¬ 
ments  those  that  are  no  longer  serviceable,  we  continue  to 
receive  maximum  value  for  our  investment. 

This  year  we  have  taken  the  initiative  in  a  program  of 
cultural  involvement  for  our  students.  By  sponsoring  specific 
field  trips,  i.e.,  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  College  Instru¬ 
mental  and  Vocal  Presentations,  offerings  by  the  Wheaton 
Trio,  etc.,  and  by  keying  preliminary  and  follow  up  lessons  to 
the  program,  we  hope,  to  give  the  students  involved  the  tools 
with  which  they  may  become  more  discriminating  listeners. 

The  following  are  areas  that  hold  for  me  a  high  priority 
for  the  1971-1972  school  year: 

Continuing  program  of  Field  Trips. 

Increased  rehearsal  time  at  all  levels. 

Instrumental  offerings  in  percussion,  mallet  instruments, 
and  string  bass. 

More  emphasis  placed  in  listening  and  creating  in  grades 
5  through  8. 

More  emphasis  placed  on  listening  and  body  movement  in 
grades  1  through  4. 

Beginning  a  program  of  Homogenious  Ensembles  at  the 
Junior  High  School. 

Beginning  an  out  of  school  program  of  selected  ensembles, 
involving  students  from  Berkley,  and  Rehoboth. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  say  that  our  single  greatest  problem 
with  which  we  have  to  deal  daily,  is  the  lack  of  space  available 
for  our  music  offerings.  Music  lessons  at  the  Elementary 
School  take  place  in  the  Library,  in  back  of  the  stage  area, 
and  in  the  Locker  Room.  General  Music  classes  at  the  Junior 
High  are  held  in  the  Cafeteria,  with  band  and  chorus  re¬ 
hearsals  scheduled  at  times  when  the  adjoining  classrooms 
are  not  in  use  due  to  the  noise  factor.  To  broaden  our  offerings, 
and  to  reach  more  children,  i.e.,  class  piano  and  strings,  will 
require  much  more  space  than  is  now  available.

Dear  Mr.  Roy 

The  annual  report  of  the  Health  Program  for  the  Digh- 
ton  Elementary  and  Junior  High  Schools  is  as  follows: 

Visual  Tests: 

819  stuudents  in  both  school  were  tested  by  Titmus 
Optical  Tester.  55  students  failed  this  test.  11  were  currently 
being  treated  by  an  eye  specialist  and  44  were  referred  for 
the  first  time.  All  referrals  were  completed. 

Audio  Tests: 

819  students  in  both  schools  were  tested  by  Titmus 
accuracy  by  Maico  Audiometer.  13  failed  this  test  and  all 
have  been  treated  by  ear  specialists. 

Physical  Examinations : 

Grades  1,  4,  7  and  Athletic  Physicals. 

315  students  were  examined  by  Dr.  Charles  Souza,  School 
Physician.  79  students  were  referred  to  their  own  physicians 
for  further  evaluation.  56  of  these  referrals  were  completed. 

Sick  Calls: 

Many  students  visited  the  health  room  each  day  with 
problems  ranging  from  illness  and  injuries  to  emotional  up¬ 
sets.  The  majority  were  cared  for  and  returned  to  the  class- 
room.  Other  dispositions  were  as  follows: 

Elementary  School: 

85  sent  home  to  care  of  a  parent. 

3  to  office  of  family  doctor. 

2  to  O.P.D.  at  Morton  Hospital. 
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Junior  High  School: 

23  sent  home  to  the  care  of  a  parent. 

2  to  the  office  of  a  family  doctor. 

2  to  O.P.D.  at  Morton  Hospital. 

Immunization : 

The  Dighton  Board  of  Health  and  the  School  Department 
offered  a  complete  Immunization  Program  for  all  Dighton 
children.  A  summary  of  the  school  program  follows: 

Tuberculin  Testing  Program: 

10/21/70 — Heaf  Test — 253  students  in  Grades  1,  4  and  7 
and  personnel  were  tested.  9  tests  were  positive. 

11/16/70 — Mantou  tests  to  9  positive  Heaf  reactors.  All 
were  negative.  Our  school  system  again,  to  our  knowledge,  is 
free  of  Tuberculosis. 

11/20/70 — German  Measles  (Rubella)  Clinic. 

357  Pre-school  children  and  students  from  Grades  1  thru 
8  were  immunized. 

Diphtheria,  Pertussis,  Tetanus,  Mumps,  Measles,  Small¬ 
pox  and  Polio  Clinics: 

The  State  Department  of  Health  now  recommends  that 
Diphtheria-Tetanus  Boosters  be  given  every  ten  years  rather 
than  every  five  years.  Therefore,  the  sixth  grade  was  elimi¬ 
nated  from  our  yearly  program.  Parents  may  request  the 
immunization  any  time  their  child  needs  it. 

3/19/71 — Grades  1  and  4 — 23  Diphtheria-Tetanus  Boosters 
Grades  1  and  4 — 3  Sabin  Polio  Boosters 
Grade  3 — 1  Measles  Immunization 

4/16/71 — Grade  2 — 39  Diphtheria-Tetanus  Boosters 

Grades  1  thru  8 — 22  Mumps  Immunizations 

5/14/71 — Grade  1 — 2  Sabin  Polio  Boosters 

All  necessary  immunization  for  children  entering  first 
grade  was  offered  at  this  clinic. 
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New  Program: 

Discussion  groups  were  started  for  eighth  grade  students 
one  period  a  week.  The  immediate  goal  of  this  program  is  to 
present  to  the  students  the  facts  on  the  use  and  abuse  of 
drugs.  Discussion  of  each  group  of  drugs  involves  the  origin, 
the  forms  they  come  in,  how  they  are  taken,  the  effects  on 
the  mind  and  body  of  the  user,  the  medical  uses  and  the  laws 
pertaining  to  abuse  of  the  drug. 

We  plan  to  accomplish  this  through  group  discussion, 
films,  literature,  presentation  of  the  drugs  in  the  forms  they 
are  used,  speakers  and  a  possible  field  trip. 

Long  range  goals  of  this  program  are  to  impress  upon 
the  students  the  fact  that  as  teenagers  they  must  accept 
responsibility  for  themselves,  their  actions  and  their  decisions ; 
also,  to  provide  them  with  the  information  to  make  an  in¬ 
telligent  decision  concerning  drugs,  should  the  need  arise. 

In  closing,  again  I  extend  my  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  you,  Mr.  Roy,  the  personnel  of  both  schools,  and  the  parents 
of  the  children  for  the  continued  interest  in  and  suupport  of 
our  school  health  program.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DIGHTON-REHOBOTH 
REGIONAL  DISTRICT  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

This  is  the  twelfth  annual  report  of  the  Dighton-Re- 
hoboth  Regional  School  District. 

Enrollment  and  School  Plant 

As  of  October  1,  1971,  we  had  1,066  pupils  enrolled  in 
the  high  school  and  vocational  school.  This  figure  represents 
approximately  thirty  percent  more  pupils  than  the  school 
was  built  for. 

To  provide  teaching  spaces  we  have  installed  movable 
partitions  in  some  of  the  larger  classrooms.  We  are  running 
out  of  larger  classrooms  now  and  the  stage  and  the  audi¬ 
torium  are  the  only  places  left  where  classrooms  could  be 
set  up.  The  latter  is  used  for  study  hall  purposes  at  present. 
At  the  present  time  we  are  studying  our  space  problems  but 
to  find  time  to  complete  the  study  is  almost  impossible.  With 
the  state  agreeing  to  pay  65%  of  all  costs,  principal  and 
interest,  we  should  complete  plans  for  additional  space  soon. 
Along  with  the  study  of  space  we  are  conducting  a  careers 
development  study  which  could  result  in  a  program  where 
available  space  outside  the  main  campus  could  be  used  for 
classes.  The  third  study  is  one  of  conducting  a  self  evalua¬ 
tion  program  in  preparing  for  the  ten  year  evaluation  by 
the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools.  We  are  accredited  by  this  association  at  present  and 
hope  to  continue  this  accreditation  by  updating  our  program 
and  plant. 

Finances 

The  gross  increase  in  the  1972  budget  is  $105,376.00.  The 
net  increase  is  $80,376.00,  a  9.7%  increase.  Some  of  the 
increases  are  $6,000.00  for  the  regionahs  share  of  a  secondary 
school  administrator.  The  instruction  budget  is  up  by  $46,000. 
00.  Of  this  amount,  $40,000.00  is  for  increases  in  salaries 
and  an  allowance  for  two  more  teachers  in  September.  The 
transportation  contract  goes  out  for  bid  this  year  and  an 
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increase  is  expected  in  that  area.  An  increase  in  the  Blue 
Cross  -  Blue  Shield  rates  accounts  for  the  major  portion 
of  a  $10,000.00  increase  in  fixed  charges. 

Under  reimbursements  we  receive  $1,050.00  per  pupil 
tuition  from  Berkley.  We  should  receive  100%  of  the  cost 
of  transportation  if  funds  are  available,  and  50%  of  the  cost 
of  vocational  education  and  special  education. 

Faculty 

During  the  1970-71  school  year  nine  members  of  our 
faculty  left  for  various  reasons.  The  greatest  number  left 
the  science  department.  Mrs.  Carol-ann  Tripp  left  to  be  at 
home  with  her  family.  Mr.  Winslow  Durgin,  Mr.  Raymond 
DelColle  and  Miss  Jean  Tennent  left  to  seek  positions  else¬ 
where.  Mr.  Joseph  Gwiazdowski  decided  to  look  into  a  career 
as  a  skin  diver.  As  head  of  the  science  department  we  were 
fortunate  to  obtain  the  services  of  Mr.  Theodore  Lippold. 
Mr.  Lippold  formerly  taught  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  and  left 
to  do  further  studying  at  Marquette  University.  He  accepted 
a  position  in  Monana  Grove  High  School  and  was  very  in¬ 
strumental  in  developing  the  science  program  there.  He  brings 
a  wealth  of  knowledge  to  the  department.  Mrs.  Julia  Fisher, 
a  graduate  of  New  York  State  University  at  Buffalo,  was 
hired  to  teach  biology.  Mr.  Lynn  Finley  and  Mr.  David  Mc¬ 
Caffrey  are  teaching  introductory  physical  science.  Both  of 
these  men  have  excellent  scientific  backgrounds.  They  are 
graduates  of  the  University  of  California  at  Los  Angeles 
and  Worcester  Polytechnic  Institute,  respectively. 

Miss  Janet  Kirkpatrick  returned  to  private  school  teach¬ 
ing  and  Mr.  Robert  Ferreira,  a  graduate  of  Providence  Col¬ 
lege  replaced  her.  He  did  his  student  teaching  at  Dighton- 
Rehoboth.  Mrs.  Beverly  Anslow  did  not  return  after  a  leave 
of  absence  and  was  replaced  by  Miss  Barbara  Ohanian,  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Rhode  Island.  Miss  Britt  Carl¬ 
son  left  the  mathematics  department  to  operate  her  own 
travel  agency.  Mr.  Michael  Gendreau,  a  graduate  of  State 
College  at  Bridgewater,  and  Mrs.  Patricia  Fay  of  the  same 
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school  were  added  to  the  faculty  of  the  mathematics  depart¬ 
ment.  Mrs.  Valerie  Hathaway  filled  the  vacancy  created  when 
Miss  Christine  Baker  was  transferred  to  the  foreign  language 
department. 

In  September,  Mr.  David  Wilkinson,  a  graduate  of 
Indiana  State  University,  began  his  duties  as  vocal  music 
teacher.  After  an  absence  of  such  a  program  for  a  number 
of  years,  we  look  forward  to  great  things  from  his  depart¬ 
ment. 

While  the  teacher  shortage  is  definitely  over,  there  are 
still  some  areas  where  it  is  difficult  to  find  good  teachers. 
It  would  seem  that  we  were  able  to  contract  some  excellent 
teachers  this  past  year. 

Curriculum 

As  I  stated  under  enrollment  and  school  plant,  we  are 
in  need  of  space.  It  is  difficult  to  maintain  the  type  of  curricu¬ 
lum  we  were  used  to  five  years  ago  with  so  many  more  pupils. 
While  we  still  maintain  ability  grouping  in  many  areas,  it 
is  difficult  to  provide  as  many  groups.  We  hope  that  through 
our  studies  of  “careers  development”  and  “behavioral  ob¬ 
jectives”  we  can  come  up  with  a  curriculum  that  will  meet 
the  needs  of  most  of  our  students.  Methods  of  teaching  are 
changing  and  we  must  accept  the  change  to  be  successful. 
A  teacher  today  cooperatively  researches  his  chosen  dis¬ 
cipline  with  his  pupils.  He  is  no  longer  just  a  dispenser  of 
knowledge  but  a  guide  of  young  people. 

IN  MEMORIAM 

At  this  point  in  this  report  I  would  like  to  pay  honor  to 
two  members  of  our  faculty  who  departed  from  this  earth 
during  the  past  year.  Mr.  Robert  Dwyer  left  us  on  April  11, 
1971.  Mr.  Dwyer  began  his  teaching  career  at  Dighton-Re- 
both  when  the  school  opened  in  1960.  He  had  previously 
worked  as  a  writer.  With  this  background  he  quickly  became 
one  of  our  best  and  most  liked  English  teachers.  His  knowl¬ 
edge  of  the  working  world  and  most  sports  activities  made 
him  a  most  popular  friend  of  all  students  regardless  of  their 
field  of  endeavor.

Mr.  Wilfred  Hathaway  passed  away  on  January  10,  1972. 
He  too  was  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  when  the  school  opened  after 
haying  taught  previously  at  Dighton  High  School.  Upon  re¬ 
tiring  from  the  furniture  business,  he  sought  a  career  in 
teaching.  Again  his  knowledge  of  the  business  world  and 
his  having  participated  in  athletics  allowed  him  to  make  many 
contacts  with  the  student.  As  a  biology  teacher,  he  was  out¬ 
standing.  Through  his  training  plus  his  camping  and  photog¬ 
raphy  hobbies  he  was  able  to  conduct  classes  that  inspired 
the  best  and  the  poorest  of  students.  Through  his  efforts  with 
his  camera  club  he  recorded  a  great  deal  of  Dighton-Rehoboth 
history  over  the  last  twelve  years. 

Mr.  Robert  Dwyer  and  Mr.  Wilfred  Hathaway  gave  the 
most  of  themselves  to  our  school.  Their  departure  has  left 
a  void  that  never  can  be  filled.  We  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  are 
grateful  for  having  known  such  fine  gentlemen. 

Conclusion 

I  would  like  at  this  time  to  thank  Mr.  Howell  Carr,  head 
custodian  and  his  staff  for  their  efforts  in  keeping  our  crowded 
school  in  good  repair.  Our  thanks  to  Mrs.  Ella  Jones  and  her 
cafeteria  workers  for  the  fine  and  varied  inexpensive  lunches 
that  she  serves. 

The  position  of  school  nurse  today  is  quite  different  than 
that  of  just  tending  the  sick.  We  thank  Mrs.  Albertine  Dwyer 
for  her  involvement  in  settling  many  school  problems. 

To  Mr.  Joseph  Harrington,  principal,  and  Mr.  Nathan 
Lawrence,  acting  assistant  director  of  the  vocational  school, 
thank  you  hardly  is  adequate  for  the  trials  and  tribulations 
they  go  through  to  give  us  a  good  school  program.  I  wish 
also  to  thank  the  members  of  the  faculty  wh  have  worked 
hard  to  keep  what  we  have  at  our  school. 

To  the  parents  I  would  seek  your  cooperation  and  support 
of  our  school  and  your  school.
